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Independent Study Program to Begin Next Fail 


The independent study pro- 
gram which was proposed by 
Headmaster Dolven on January 
15. will begin operation in the 
fall. The following eight seniors 
will be participating in the pro- 
gram. 

Obie Atkinson: Obie’s project 
will be in the field of calculus. 
He will study this independently 
while simultaneously taking trig- 
onometry. Mr. Cousins will be 
Obie’s advisor. 

John Erhard: John’s indepen- 
dent study will be in the field of 
photography: working with its 
principles, taking pictures, and 
using techniques which he did 
not know previously. At the end 
of the year, John’s project will 
culminate in either a photograph- 
ic essay or a motion picture. 
John’s tentative advisor is Mr. 
Weir, a new faculty member. 


Bob G'lpatric: Bob’s project 
will deal with photography: 
spending the year taking pictures 
and at the end o! the year, 
g 'O'.’ping these pictures accord- 
ing to mood (hate, depression, 
joy, love. etc.). Possible advis- 
or is Mr. Owen. 

Susan Hatch: Sue's indepen- 
dent study project will deal with 
photography and poetry. Sue will 
be creating a book of poems a- 
long with pictures which she will 
take and develop. Her advisor 
will be Mr. Owen. 

James Ogg: Jim's study will 
be in the field of basic electron- 
ics and will concern two pro- 
jects: one, building a laser; two. 
budding a color television set. 
Jim’s advisor will be Mr. Dol- 
ven. 

Ted St. Pierre: Ted’s study 
will be sculpture: finding and 


experimenting with various ma- 
terials to create sculptural 
forms. For example, combining 
ceramic, metal, and wood in ac- 
cordance with light, sound, and 
movement, all finally resulting in 
objects for exhibition. Mr. Owen 
will be Ted’s advisor. 

Jay Sbrega: Jay’s independent 
project will be a study of yoga 
—entailing research on yoga: its 
origin, development, and useful- 
ness in stimulating the mind and 
body. At the present time, Jay 
has not chosen an advisor. 

Stephanie Stokes: Stephie will 
be studying navigation, boat 
buiding techniques, and methods 
of signaling (flags and Morse 
Code). This wall be a full year 
project and will include the con- 
struction of a small boat. Mr. 
Bigelow' will be Stephie’s advisor.

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Moving into the spring term 
the Gould art department is tak- 
ing on a new' face. Charcoal and 
paints have been replaced by 
hunks of clay, and potter’s wheels 
have been set up in the former 
“foods and nutrition” section of 
the cottage. A new kiln has been 
built and plans for a raku kiln 
have been made. (A kiln-build- 
ing is scheduled for May 10.) 

Frannie Wexler, art student, 
views the change to pottery with 
approval, "Working with clay is 
more satisfying than painting be- 
cause you are working with your 
hands instead of a brush, and 
there is much more physical ef- 
fort involved.” 

Buffy Raymond agrees. “With 
pottery you aren’t just dealing 
with an illusion; you’re making 
something useful.” 

A field trip to Vermont to see 
g:ass-blowing and print-making 
was also very successful. Frannie 


reflected. “It was really interest- 
ing to see how the artist lived. 
Mix Owen told us beforehand that 
their work and their equipment 
were the most important things 
to them, but it was still surpris- 
ing to see the way the house 
was arranged around the press 
and work bench and the barn 
was converted into a shed for the 
glass furnace.” 

The art history students joined 
the studio art class for a trip 
to the Boston art museum. Mar- 
tha Wentworth, art history stu- 
dent, said, “Seeing the real paint- 
ings instead of just pictures of 
them was. really exciting.” 

Mr. Owen advised his classes- 
to evaluate the museum art in 
terms of the different solutions to 
visual problems. 

Chris Foley commented on the 
art school that the group visited, 
"It. was fascinating to see the 
different techniques they use and 
how pictures are constructed.”
